I few days ago a sociologist 
from Chicago delivered 
an address in St. Louis 
on the subject of pres- 
ent social conditions. He 
referred to the wave of 
crime sweeping over the

That fact is nothing new in crime. 
The records of our prisons for many 
vears show that the vast«majority of 
crimes, especially robbery and crimes 
of violence, are commited by young

increase in irresponsibilty and lack of 
respect for the rights of others, either 
of. life or property. That indicates

A FAIR TARGET. 

The aeceptance of Spain as meciator in Armenia has 
given occasion for the bigots to use that country as-a target 
for scurrilous abuse. The illiteracy of the Spanish people is 
emphasized and they do not fail to mention that Spain is a 
Catholic country 

Some people will never realize 
Spain, or any other country, has no 
Church. The Church of Christ was not 
reading and writing. When she has done so it was a work of 
charity, not a duty. When the Church has attempted the 
work of secular education she need make no apology for the 
manner in which she has done it. We might instance the 
parochia! school system of our country. Measured by results 
and in spite of all the handicaps under which the parish school 
has had to work, it is superior to the public school in every. 
angle of education. This has been proved whenever the two 
systems have met in competition. 

To particularize in the question of Spanish illiteracy. 
These critics do not seem to know that the Spanish Govern- 
ment is not Catholic, Those in control of Spain would shut 
up every Vatholic school in the country if they had the power. 
They are in close political alliance with the anti-clericals of *

has been throttled until it was on the very verge of extinc- 
tion. Until a few years ago a number of hybrid political 
parties have followed each other in power, each outdoing its 
predecessor in open hostility to the Church. It seems hardly 
fair to blame the victim of these conditions. It is certain that 
these governments cannot be called Catholic. 

The only semblance of popular education in Spain 1s 
found in those provinces in which the clerical party is in 
power. In the sections where the anti-clericals have full 
swing they have the unenviable distinction of being highest 
ih the grade of illiteracy. What little education there is in 
Spain today, and one might add in every other country in 
Europe, can be traced to Catholic influence. It is either gross 
ignorance or vile bigotry that would intimate that the Catho- 
lic Church has ever been unfriendly to education.—B. X. O'R.
